William Power 
Keating Trench, born Tit, member of 
Parliament for County Galway from 1763 
to 1797, was elevated tothe peerage of Ire- 
Jand in 1797 by the title of Baron Kilcon- 
nel He was created Viscount Dunlo in 1801 
and advanced tothe Earldom of Clancarty, 
County Cork, in 1803, in consequence of 
his descent from Elena MacCarty, wife of 
Jobn Power, daughter of Cormac Oge Mac- 
Carty, Viscount Muskerry, and sister of 
Donough MacCarty, Barl of Clancarty in 
the time of Charles IL The second Earl of 
Clancarty, Richard, was created a peer of 
the United Kingdom as Baron Trench in 
1815 and raised to an English viscounty as 
Viscount Clancarty in 1829. In 1813 he 
was Ambassador to The Hague and was 
created by the King of the Netherlands in 
1818 Marquess of Heusden. 

The present Ear] of Clancarty was born in 
1834.

To th: ingonuity of this 
gentleman is allied a commenlable, if some- 
what sanguine, commerce al instinct, for he 
adds: “‘Arrangoments might be mado for 
collecting these after thoy had committed 4 
suicide, os they all do, by Dying at the lam-s, 
ond it is probable that they could be sold as 
fertilizers for a sum large to pay the cost of 
maintaining the ligh\s.”"—Detrolt Sun.

Simple Experiments in Electricity. 

The illustration shows an avousing and {n- 
structive experiment in electric fishing, orig- 
inally suggested in Nature and explained 
as follows by Popuiar Scie.ce Nuws: A 
pencil serves fora rod, a piece of thread for 
a line anda bent pin for a hook, while the 
bait is composed of a small lump of sealing 
wax, which is melted around the head of the 
pin, as shown in the lower coruer of the en- 
graving (A).

The fish should be about an Inch lor, 


and cut from thin tissue paper. If, before 
exhibiting the experiment, tho wax {a brisk- 
ly rubbed witha piece of woolen cloth suf-

I 
presume the route from Belleville to Madoc 
for part of the distance, presented no great 
difficulties of this kind, for “there 1s small 
choice in rotten apples”, To be more ex- 
plicit, the country through which the rail- 
way passes 18 of uniform formation from 


near Crookston to Madoc, rock and swamp 


predominating, with occasional glimpses 
of “delightfully verdant ravines and upland 
forest. By the way, Crookston is quite an 
important station on this line, the extensive 
and valuable quarry work there giving con- 
siderable traffic to the railway, and furnish- 
Ing remunerative employment for a large 
number of men, boys and horses, _ At Fox- 
boro stationalso, [noticed some fine speci- 
mens of limestone rock tnat are being pre- 
pared for shipment. It would be ditficult 
to find better quarring sites than the two 
I have mentioned, and I am informed that 
the products are highly valued by con- 
tractors and builders. : 
Madoc is a place of “some pumpkins.” 
I can find evidence of substantial pros- 
perity since my visit a few years ago. 
There is a good farming community sur- 
rounding it, and the merchants do quite an 
extensive trade, generally ona cash basis. 
There is also an air of thrift and content- 
ment that favorably impresses a visitor. 
The private residences are neatand attrac- 
tive, some of them being decidedly hand- 
some. I especially noticed the recent con- 
structions as being above the average vil- 
liage style. Mr, Willson, druggist, has a 
beautiful house that cost not less than 
$10,000. Mr, Dale's mansard roof is vis- 
ible a long distance andhis residence show 
off to excellent advantage. The Messrs. 
A. & S. Ross have comfortable ho ses and ! 
Messrs. O Flynn and Casement also dis- 
play good taste in their private build- 
ings. All of these, and others I have not 
mentioned, would be ornaments to 
the private wards ofanycity. The new 
high school buildings is a model of its 
kind, and occupies a beautiful sight. It is 
a credit to Madoc, andworthy of imitation 
by other and more pretentious places. 

Moira Lake is only about a mile south of 
the village, and offers superior induce- 
ments for pleasure, There are many fine 
specimens of fish that take the bait readily 
andjthe high shore, with numerous small, 
rocky islands, afford ample accomodation 
for summer camping. Mr. E. D. O'Flynn 
has a neat little steam launch capable of 
carrying eighteen or twenty persons, the 
shrill whistle of which wake the echoes 
along the rock-bound coast. It is run with 
a coal oil engine, and can make from eight 
to ten miles anhour, I have mentioned 
these things to show that the deniezens of 
Madoc are not isolated from the pleasures 
and recreations of more favorably located 
people. They have excess to the front 
markets by railway, and possess suffic ent 
home attractions to make them think their 
village a highly desirabie place of resi- 
dence. 

Icould not attend Mr. Parker's 
lecture in the opera house, being absent 
from the city at the time, and as you know 
I could not have heard it had I been 
there, Thanks to the admirable report 
that appeared in the ONTARIO. I was en- 
abled to enjoy the rich treat, by letting 
my timagination and reading fill in the | 
omissions. It was thebest report of the } 
kind that Ihave seen and enjoyed for 
many days.

DRIVING OUT THE JEWS, 


Gods Chosen People Havo Fow Rights in 
Russia, 

The London Times says :—The Rus- 
sian government has ordered the appli- 
cation of the edicts of 1882 against the 
soya These edicts haye hitherto been 

eld in ‘abeyance. According to these, 
Jews must henceforth reside in certain 
towns only. None will be permitted to 
own land or hire it for agricultural pur- 
poses. The order includes within its 
scope towns and hundreds of villages that 
have large Jewish populations, No Jew 
will be allowed to hold shares in or work 
mines. The law limiting the residence of 
Jews to sixteen provinces will been forced. 
No Hebrew will be allowed to enter the 
army, to practice medicine or law, to be 
an engineer or to enter any other profess- 
ion. They willalso be debarred from 
holding posts under the Government. The 
enforcement of the edicts will result in ex- 
pulsion of over 1,000,000 Jews from the 
country.

NATUR/L GAS, 


Tests have proven that there is an 
abundant supply ofnatural gas underlying 
the town of Port Colborne and an article 
from the Mail which appears in another 
column will describe how the gas was first 
found and gives a description of more 
recent and successful efforts to tap a vein. 
The efforts made at Port Colborne are of 
special interest here just now on account 
of the proposal of Mr, McMichael to bore 
for gas in Belleville and conduct the en- 
terprise at his own expense.

Dozens of Women Victims of His Blaud- 
ishments—Revenge At Last, 

Curcaco, Aug, 4.—Charles Loring, locked 
in the Court House jail here on a charge of 
bigamy, is accused of having fivo living 
wives, and the full list includes the names of 
a dozen women who havo fallon victims to 
his blandishments, Thirty years of age, well 
educated, handsome and of excellent family, 
Loring bas made a record scarce second to 
that of Don Juan, 

He niet Esther E. Batasco, a beautiful, 
dark-eyed Jewish maiden, who livel ia 
Brighton, England, and in I8St he married 
her, She isin Chicago now, intent on his 
punishment. She tells how sho mot Loring 
and married him in opposition to her paronts’ 
wishes, He told ber he was in the employ of 
the tolophone supply company and possessed a 
fortune of $150,000, 

Loring then became ontanglod with a 
young woman in St, Paul and loft bis wifo, 
Hy camo to Chicago and secured a positron 
with the Lake View Electric Light Company 
and established hia wife in a comfortable 
home in that suburb, Just around the cor- 
nor lived Aurelia Anderson, a handsume and 
accomplished blonde, with pac ‘0, eloped,

Mrs, Loring No, 1 heard nothing of hor 
husband's whereabouts. She was pouniless, 
and managed to secure a position where she 
makes o comfortable living, Meantime 
Loring tired of bis second wife, and one day 
last fall loft her without warning or menns 
of support. He returned to Brighton, Eag- 
land, whero he married Miss Batascoe. 

Here he met Miss Florento E. Winfield, a 
prepossessing young lady. He fascinated her 
and her parents with his captivating man- 
ners and talos of groat wealth, and flually on 
the day Miss Winfleld’s brother was marrlod 
Loring and his latest love, after acting as 
best man and maid of honor, were them 
selves married. 

She prepared to accompany him to Anm- 
rica, but at the last moment it was discovei- | 
ed that tho expected draft from Loriug’s 
Amorican partner had not arrived. The 
new father-in-law pawnod his jewelry for 
$150 and loaned the amount to Loring, who, 
with his bride and a ten-year-old girl, sailed 
for New York. 

For a time they stopped at the best hotels 
and revelled in luxury, but finally Loring 
struck a streak of bad luck, His wife No, 3 
pawned her wedding ring and a charity 
organization supported them. Ho subse 
quently left her destitute and fled to Denver, 

Meanwhile Mrs. Loring No. 1 got on her 
false husband’s track. She discovered his 
escapades with Miss Anderson and Miss 
Wintield, and also discoverod that he had a 
family in Wheeling, W. Va., and another in 

Montana. Neither of these wives has been 
definitely located, 

Through Loring’s father his whereabouts | 
were discovered, and Mrs, Loring No. 1 con- 
cococted a schome to have hor revenge, 
Wife No. 3 was sent for and came to Chicago, 
Theu a despatch was sent to Loring saying 
that Polly (No. 3) was dying, aud having in- 
herited some nioney, wanted to give it to 
him. Polly's deathbed was located at the 
cornor of School and Forty-tiird-streets- 
where Loring sought her. There ho was told 
his wifo wasin the hospits ul, whore the lady 
of the house agreed to accompany him.

In tho way of dressy jackets ono oxample, 
made of white cloth, with white and silver 
passoinenterle, and another {n old-rose, with 
large black velvet sleeves, high collar lined 
with velvot and trimming of old rose and 
gold, are porticularly becouilog. The trim- 
ming is down each side of the front, and 
away to the sides. Anothor jacket, with 
large double revere, is carried out tu two 
shades of magnolia—being double-breasted, 
with high Modict collar, and the d uble over- 
lapping revera, also cuffs, of the darker 
shadq; the other in hehotrope cloth, singlo- 
breas. ‘ed with velvet collar and sloeves, and 
three rows of small buttons up the front, 

Blue cloth jackets have rolling collars noar- 
ly to tho lower edge in front, faced with silk, 
and movable vests of plaid or striped cloth. 
Reefors of blue cloth, gilt braid, and gold 
buttons have a loose single or double breasted 
front. All sleeves are full at the top,

| wow IT {6 BEING UTILIZED IN THE 


NIAGARA PENINSULA. 


Tho Attompt to Bore for Ol Whioh Lod tc 
the Discovery of Natural Gas 
Kilns Whioh are Furnished wth 
Choap Fuel Tho Latost Gushor,” 


The Port Colborne correspondent tl 
the Mail says It be ditheult t 
name the man who deserves Uh 
! of being called the pioneer of ¢ WW 
pas fields, so many are thee who aided 
jin the movement when it was yet a doubt 
ful enterprise. The name ol Mr. L, ¢ 
Carter may be said to have been among 
the earliest associated with the attempt to 
1 | bore for oil which led to the first intima 
tion of the presence of natural yas. Mr 
Carter was jn 1865 a prominent busines 
man at Port Colborne, and has since re 
tired from active occupation. When the 
excitement which followed the discovery 
of petroleum in the United States was at 
its height, and mea grew wealthy ina day 
from the fact that they had “struck oil, 
several attempts were made in ¢ anada to 
locate oil wells, A company was formed 
in Port Colborne, through the efforts of 
Mr. Carter, having for its objec tthe test 
ing of the oil beasing qualities of the sub 
stratum of Trenton limestone in the lo 
cality. Among the promoters of the com 
pany were Messrs John Matthews, S. 
Hopkins, J. R. Hann and C, B, Nimmo. 
Sufficient residents had faith enough in 
the movement to subscrible the required 
stock, and work was immediately com- 
meneed on the Stecle farm, about two 
miles west of Port Colborne. Whe n the 
drill had penetrated the crust of the earth 
about 600 fect a strong salt vein was 
struck, Some of the shareholders were of 
the opinion that they should stop here and 
manufacture the brine into a marketable 
product, but the majority, after consider: 
able discussion, decided to go on with the 
Soring for oil. 
THEY STRUCK GAS, 

At the depth of about 800 feet a remark- 
able incident took place which stopped all 
further work. Late one afternoon when 
the the drill was falling with its regular 
monotonons thud on the solid rock below, 
the rope that held it in’ place began to 
slacken. Then, projected as if from a 
cannon, the immense iron drill shot up in- 
to the air, followed by a powerful stream of 
water mingled with pieces of rock. The 
workers got to a safe distance and look- 
ed in amazement at the prodigy, moment- 
arily expecting the disturbed element 
would subside, and that they would re- 
sume'theiroceupation. But they never 
resumed. Fortwo weeks thephenomenon 
continued, and then when water and stone 
were no longer forced into the air, an in- 
visible current of great power made it im- 
possible for the dnill to enter the well. De 
spite these difficulties many of the share- 
holders were for another attempt as soon 
as the pressure would decrease and render 
it possible. Others opposed a further ex- 
penditure of money in adirection they re- 
garded as hopeless. Discussion, however, 
was rendered needless by an attempt to 
choke the well evidently made by some 
person who did not ich the work to go 
turther An iron bar was forced down the 
opening one night, andit was found u- 
possible to extract it with the defective 
machinery used in those days. The well 
was abandoned and continued to emit 
gas and water tilllast year, when Mr Jess 
Steele utilized it for lighting and heating 
purposes on his farm. Although it has 
been open for 24 years, this well to-day 
supplies two farms andthe Hnmberstone 
pleasure resort with fuel and light. When 
first opened the capacity of the Stecle well 
was probably close upon a million feet a 
day. The unrestrained flow of water pene- 
trating the porus rock from which the gas 
is obtained has so injured the source of 
supply that the output to-day is from five 
to ten thousand feet. There are now about 
700 feet of water in the well, through 
which the gas obtained has to force its 
way before reaching the surface.

In February last drilling was commenc- 
ed near the lime kilns operated by Mr. 
Wm. Reef,, on Mr, John Reefs farm, three 
miles west of Port Colborne. Ata depth 
of 685 feet a free flow of gas was obtained. 
Drilling was continued to a point 854 feet 
below the surface, where additional gas 
was féund, the gas-bearing stratum in 
each case being the Medina sandstone. 
The well was cased in and found to havea 
capacity of from one million totwo million 
feet per day. In comparison with what 
had previously been struck it was a 
“Gusher,” The gas was immediately: uti- 
lized, and is to-day a practical illustration 
of how this product of the earth can be 
adapted to the purposes of man, Two 
large kilns which had been worked 
with wood fuel were supplied with gas. 
So intense was the heat furnished that 
their output was immediately doubled. 
To-day these kilns have a capacity of 800 


| bushels of lime daily, for burning of which 


sixteen cords of fuel, costing from $1.50 
to $2 a cord, would be required. The 
lime produced is cleaner and stronger 
than the average article, and commands 
a ready sale in Buffalo, to which city two 
car loads seliing atabout $60 each, are 
consigned daily. In the cost of fuel alone 
the natural gas well ‘effects a saving of 
$4,000 annually, without taking into con- 
sideration its labour-saving advantages. 
In addition to the two kilns, three steam 
engines, used for lifting and quarring stone 
are supplied with-gas, Two large dwellings | 
also use the gas exclusively for light and 
fuel. When all these are in full blast the 
guage shows that there is a pressure of 
200 pounds to the inch to spare. In order 
to relieve the pressure on the casing of the 
well, escape pipes were runto the top of 
the derrick, and the gas which blew out 
was lighted at night to illuminate the 
grounds. This had to be discontinued 
as it was found that mariners on Lake 
Erie mistook the beacon forPort Colborne 
lighthouse, and were apt to be taken off 
their course by it. Lights have been placec 
lower down, by which the kilns are 

ata depth of 683 feet, the first a8 was ob 
tained from the Clinton rock. rhe flow 
reached about three-quarters ofa mill 
feet per day. By some accident the gas 
ignited, and furnished an illuminant 
| which people could read distinctly

Mr, 
Carroll states that ifthe amount of gas 
consumed were not thus restricted the heat 
would be so intense as to melt the massive 
stone kiln in which the lime is burnt, The 
output of the kiln is 800 bushels of lime 
per day, and to produce this seven tons of 
coal were previou sly require ad. An idea of 
the power of natural gas may be gathered 
from the fact that though reduced from 550 
to 10 pounds pressure, sufficient gas forces 
its way through burners one thirty-second 
of an inch in size to supply the intense heat 
required inthe kiln. This well furnishes 
fuel for three engines used in hauling sand, 
It also supplies hight and heat for several 
residences,

His Donatios: for Luck did not Savo Him 
From the Officers oftho Law-—Arrostod 
at Foxboro—The Little Rackit and 
how it was Workod, 


A Madoc official was in the city yester 
day looking for a “sharp” named Simon 
Hatt, a Frenchman from Montreal, who 
ha > been dup ny people in this distric ton 
a small scale for several weeks past. 
He came to Belleville about a week apo 
and visited several prominent business 
men and sacteaned in gelling abouta 
dollar in each case. Calling on a merchant 
on Monday of last week, he offered to buy 
a couple sets of harness tor which he gave 
a checque payable at the Montreal bank 
on the following Thursday. He said it was 
the custom in Montreal when a good check 
was given to give bac k a dollar or 
“just for good luck” as the sharper put it, 
and as he was not particular 
about the price he paid for his 
goods the dollar was generally forthcom- 
ing. Strange to say the game was suc- 
cessfully worked on some of the best 
business men in Belleville and on Wed- 
nesday he quietly left the city. The vic- 
tims did not not report the matter jo the 
police choosing to suffer the loss rother 
than have their folly known and .no effort 
was made to arresn the sleck looking 
Frenoshman who was gaining a good 
livilihood in a small way, It is needless 
to say that his hotel and other small bills 
were left unpaid. Madoc apparently

Tho parting of Mrs, Durston and Kemmiler 
last evoning brought out moro strongly than 
anything olse tho stolidity and barrenness 
of the man's mind, Though Kemuinler’s 
crime put him without the pal’ of ordinary 
sympathy the wardeu’s wife has throughout 
shown a deep interest in him and has sought 
to lead him intp the light of religion, In the 
soft twilight last ovening shu went down tho 
frou stairway for tho last time to seo the man 
whose dost friend sho had been, Outside the 
cell door she stopped a moment aud viewed 
the implement of death, the switch-board, the 
chair with its numerous straps and the cruel- 
looking Wires that seam 80 small and yet 
are capable of being charged with such a 
death-dealing power.

He promised 
that in all things ho would be truo to her 
teachings, Then she took the doomed man’s 
hand and simply said: “Good-by, bo brave, 
be strong and everything will come right.” 

Whata contrast the two presented. The 
woman arrayed in soft white garments, and 
the man in black. She to go out toa world 
of pleasure, and he to count the few hours 
until bo is called out to die, What man with 
broader views of life than he that would not 
shrink under the thoughts that such a part- 
ing would awaken. But Kemmler showod 
no emotion, A little later Mrs. Durston 
wont through the gateway and walkod to 
the depot, Kemmiler watched by the win 
dow until the train steamed away and then 
turned to Daniel and remarked: “I am 
hungry now ana want a good supper.” 

Electrician Barnes of Rochester, who has 
been working fo hard jiere at the prison on 
the electrical machine, will not be admitted 
to witness the execution. This was decided 
on to-night chiefly bocause of an interviow 
published in The Rochester Post Express in 
which Barnes said the man who would pull 
the Jever lived in Auburn, 

The generally accepted time for the execu- 
tion is 6a.m. Wednesday, 

It is now certain that the execution 
not take place beforo morning and may be

SEARCHING FOR HIS MOTHER. 


The Cloud Removed From a Young Man's 
Nawe After Many Days. 

Citcaco, Aug. 5.—Tbe members of the 
Board of Trade have been discussing to-day 
the romantic story of Claude Rosaire, He 
is a young man of 27, wealthy and cultured, 
and has for three years held a position in the 
Chicago Board of Trade. When 4 boy he 
lived with a well-to-do Canadian family in a 
small town in Southeastern Michigan, never 
doubting that he was one of the family. In 
a fitof anger four years ago his supposed 
father told him that there wasa cloud upon 
his birth, and that night Claude left his 
home never to return. 

An anonymous letter written in French 
was delivered to him last Thursday, pur- 
porting to come from one who was about to 
die. Tho letter contained a circumstantial 
account of his movements after he left home 
four years ago, showing that the unknown 
author was familiar with Rosaire's life. The 
writer then informs him that his grand- 
mother’s mother was the Duchess de Saint 
Allaize of Normandy, who was unhappily 
married.

The Newfoundland Cod Fishery. 

Sr, Jouns, Nfld., Aug. 5.—It is, of course, 
too early to form an estimate of this season's 
cod fishery, but upto this date the news, 
taken as a whole, is unfavorable. There are, 
as usual, localities in which the catch has 
been fairly good—a few in which it has 
been very good; but the intelligence from 
the great majority of the fishing contres is 
anything but encouraging. The Bank 
fishery up to this date has been on the; 
whole unsuccessful. From Labrador tho 
news is meagre and only applies to 
the small portion of the coast south 
of St. Lewis Bay, in which traps 
and seines had done fairly; hook-and- 
line men had got nothing. From all 
the great northern bays the news {s bad; 
to the south fof St. Johns there has been a 
greater amount of success. The caplin sea- 
son has gone—the best of the summer—and 
the squids are now appearing. Much anxiety 
regarding the results of the season's labors 
is felt and expressed, and-some fear that we 
shall have a failure. To add to our anxiety, 
the lobster fishery, on which so many are 
dependent, is far below that of last year. 
Of course there is still a portion of the sea- 
son remaining in which much may be done, 
but at present the prospects are not bright. 
Crops bave improved greatly since the 
warmor weather set in.

THE FROG INDUSTRY. 


Poterboro and How Thoy 
Work, 
The Peterboro Review in referring to 
the ONTARIO'S article on the Belknap 
frog catching industry says :-— is 


Catohers at 


This is 
an indnstry that has been carried on for 
some years in different waters. To such 
an extent has it been carried that in some 
places where frogs formerly were plentiful 
their evening songs are now rarely heard 
or the concerts with which they once filled 
the air have been reduced to 
an occasional solo. At Lakefield the frog 
catchers have been so industrious this 
season that they have almost silenced the 
voice of the frog in the waters above the 
village. A party of catchers from Crow 
lake in Belmont recently made their way 
to the’vicinity of Orillia to find the raw 
material for their industry, and others 
from this vicinity have gone in the same 
direction for a similar purpose. 

None of those who catch or deal fn frogs 
that we have heard of,haye brought the in- 
dustry down to a science like a man down 
the Otonabee who does a_ good 
business in catching and dealing in them. 
He built pens in which to hold 
the croakers, and instead of slaughtering 
them as they were caught he bagyed them 
alive and took them to the pens. There 
they were kept, not exactly fattening, al- 
though they were kept in good condition, 
until the warm season was over and 
the time when themarket was well supplied 
was passed. Then he shipped them to 
market and reaped a good reward for his 
trouble. Inthe Trent and connecting 
waters frog catching has been carried on 
extensively for years,

A Description of the Now Prenoh Weapon 
for Intantry. 

Lonpon, Auge T=At bentquarters of thr 
London Scottish Riflos some intersating ex 
perimonts bare been conducted with M. Pau 
Gitfard's appliance for the employmeut of 
liquified gas as a oxplosive—or, to bo mor 
strictly aceurate, one should sayas a mean 
of propelling projectilos—in placa of gun 
powder, M. Paul Gitfard's scientific roputa 
tion as aninyentor of tho pnoumatic tubs and 
of the "Giffard injector,” so largely uso in 
connection with steam power, stands so high 
that any Inyontion to which his namo wa 
attached would be worthy of attentive con- 
sideration. 


When the trigger is pressed a small quan- 
tity of liquified gas becomes released and ox- 
pands in the breech chamber. Thero fs no 
louder report than the drawing of a cham- 
pagne cork makos; no smoke and no fouling 
of the barrel, In all theso respocts M. Gif- 
fard’s gas guo seems to fulfil tho require- 
ments of an ideal weapon for warfare, but 
whether in other respects liqueflod gas has 
alvantages over ordinary explosives for mill- 
tary purposes ronisins to be’proved,» Tho tn- 
ventor says thore would be no diffloulty in 
refilling the cylinders with gas on the battle- 
fleld, but it is obvious, even if tuat bo the 
ease, that reserve cylinders would have to be 
supplied to each man in ordor to make up the 
number of rounds now thought to be noces- 
sary, and, a3 bullote would of necessity be car:

hours of his earthly pilgrimage, save one 
Mrs. Nelson, who was sojourning in Den- 
ver, Colorado for her health. 


During the winter, Bro. Wright was seiz- 
ed with the prevailing disease, la Brippe, 
and never rallied from its effects, le 
gradually weakened and wasted until the

Judge Lilly then began his instructions to 
the Grand Jury. He has become somewhat — 
brave with the militia back of him, and was 
very severe in his instructions. “As you all — 
witness,” said he, ‘Iam aguin here to hold 
court. I have missed several terms in your 
county, and for reasons best known to myself 
I was satisfled that a court could not bo 
held, and having had my life threatened, 
had every reason to believe I would be as- 
sassinated if I came to Perry. Now, itall 
lies with you. Do you wanta court, that 
you may bring offenders to justice! I know 4 
the reputation of Perry too well, and when 
the people learn that a man’s life is more 
valuable than that of a horse, men will be 
punished more severely for murder than for 
horse stealing.” 


People seemed amazed at the Judge's stern 
remarks, for he had never before talked so 
plainly, but he was now backed by the 
militia. Several tough-looking~ characters 
walked hurridly outof the tents as if anx- — 
ious to inform some faction that Judge Lilly 
was getting too severe. Continuing, Judge 
Lilly said: “Inow turn to ao page in the 
statutes of Kentucky which defines the 
word murdertand the law upon that 
subject, It seems thatthe people of Perry 
do not know that there {s such a word. 
Why, gentlemen, this county is over seventy - 
years old and but one man in all that time 
has been convicted for murder, and he for 
ashort termof years in the penitentiary, 
though 500 men have been murdered in the — 
county, This is appalling, and I again ask 
you, do you want justice! The records show 
you these things. I have called this extra 
term of court to give you one more oppor- 
tunity to show that you want it. Now, do 
your duty. I will say that if this court 
amounts to nothing there will be 10 use of 
ever again trying to hold court in Perry. 
My life is in danger. T want you to dill- 


Perry County and bring criminals to justice. 
Render true verdicts. If it is murder say so. 
Yes, and arson. 
There stand the ruins of your court-house, 
They speak for themselves. I want you to 
find out who burned it. It isa matter which 
comes home to you and reaches your pocket- — 
books. Set an example. ; 
Nearly two hours was taken up with in- 
structing the Grand Jury, and after some — 
fow preliminaries the Court adjourned over — 
until Tuesday, :

DIED IN DISGRACE 


AFormor Madocer Moots an Untimoly 
End, 
(Madoc Review.) 

Word was received in Madoc last week 
through a letter from Mr. Simeon Huff to | 
his sister here, of the untimely death 
of Robert McNeil, which occurred in the 
penitentiary at New Westminstér, B. C.. 
on the 23rd of July, It will be remember- 
ed that about a year ago Mr. McNeil 
was arrested and tried for passing 
counterfeit money at that place, and al- 
though it appeared that he was simply 
used as a tool, and was made to suffer for 
the real criminals, he was found guilty and 
sentenced to three years in the penitenti- 
ary, which sentence he was serving out 
when he died. He was seized with cramps 
in the stomach and died suddenly in about 
15 minutes. Through the exertions of Mr, 
Simeon Huff his body was taken outand giv- 
en decent burial. Mr. McNeil was a young 
man, a few years ago resident of Madoc, 
where he was a partner of Mr. George 
Conley in the Windsor Hotel. His repu- 
tation was good when here, and it was not 
generally believed he was guilty of the 
crime for which he was suffering punish- 
ment when he died.

A man named Harry Mosseman, ayard- 
nerliving in the of 
Thurlow called at the police station on 
Saturday to lay a complaint against the 
disgraceful conduct of his wife, whom he 
alleged had been on a debauch for two 
days and had threatened to shoot herself, 
Chief of Police Newton telephoned the 
item to High Constable Johnson, who at 
once repaired to Mossemans house to 
vertify the sensational report. He found 
the woman attired only in a night 
dress and the sight which was presented 
to his gaze was indeed a sickening one to 
behold, She was covered with blood from 
head to foot, Both of her eyes were black 
and blue, while her face bore marks of 
brutal treatment. She was just recovering 
from the effects of a two days’ debauch, 
during which her husband stated, she re- 
peatedly vowed that she would put an end 
to her life. The husband was also slight- 
ly under the effects of liquor and admitted 
that he had struck his wife in the face 
several time, He was compelled to resort 
to these measures he said in order to keep 
her within bounds,—that her conduct 
during her drunkenness was disgraceful in 
the extreme. He stoutly demanded that 
the constable put her under arrest. Mr, 
Pee refused, however, and started to 
cave the house, when the husband follow- 
ed and threatened to secure another officer 
if he did not do so. The woman by this 
time had sobered up sufficiently to realize 
her position, and piteously begged her 
husband not to have her locked up for the 
sake of their children. The sight was in- 
deed a heartrending one even to an officer 
of the law, accustomed as he is to seeing 
life in its worstform. He left the house 
without making the arrest.

From an old copy of the Kingston Ga 

ne we learn that “on Saturday, the 7th 
of Sept mber, 1816, the Fron- 
tenac was launched at the village of Earn 
esttown The length of her keel 
is LOO feet, her deck 170 feet, tonnage 
about 700, and cost £20,000) Gourlay, 
in his history of the time, to the 
Frontenac as being 382 feet beam, and 
drawing only 8 feet when loaded, Her 
p vuidle wheel was 40 feet in circumference, 
When the steamer left Kingston on her 
first trip for the head of the lake, she was 
commanded by Capt. James »cKenzie, of 
the Royal navy, who continued in com 
mand until she was no longer seaworthy. 
The purser was A, G, Petrie, of Belleville, 
father ofthe nestor of present city 
council. The Frontenac made the round 
trip from Toronto to Prescott once a week, 
Capt. McKenzie died in 1832, aged fifty, 
and Gourley says, “May justly be called 
the father of steam navigation in Upper 
Canada.’ So much for the Frontenac, 

The same authority from whom we quote 

also refers to a steamer being built at Sac- 
kett’s Harbor «bout the same time (1816), 
and says she was called the Kingston. 
This boat was 100 feet long and 22 feet 
wide, measuring 246 tons. She was intend- 
ed to ply between Lewiston and Ogdens- 
burg, But “after a few months trial the un- 
dertaking was found to be either unproftt- 
able, or too much forthe powers of the 
vessel to accomplish.” So much for the 
Kingston. 

I can find no reference to any boat cal- 
led: the Ontario and incline to the belief 
that the Kingston is the ne referred to in 
the article. Whether the Yankees 
launched the first boat “on waters subject 
to heavy seas” or not, I am not prepared 
tosay, but I have good authority for as- 
seating that the Frontenac was really “the 
first steamboat on Lake Ontario,” and the 
figures quoted show that she was of res- 
pectable dimensions, too. If any of your 
readers can decide the question, let us 
hear from them.

MRS. QUIGLEY’S STORY. 


REPEATED BEFORE CORONER AND 
POLICE MAGISTRATE. 


Bho Hawn Vision had Te Forood Lor to 
Neveal the Truth—Day Pleads Not 
Guilty, but Ie Committed tor Wilfal 
Murder. 


NIAGARA FALLA, Ont, Aug, 11.—Thiv 
morning Coroner MeGarry hud the body of 
Mrs. Deworiah Day, Who Mrs Quigley claims 
was shoved over the precipice noar Whirl 
poo! Rapids Park Suuday, July 27, by ber 
husband, placed fn a coflly, which was lower 
ed over the preeipios by a derrick for the 
purpose. The body wos lying 
and ina much deooniposed tion, The 
ciothing wus badly torn, and oor by was 
a hat, which had evidently fullen from tho 
head. When the mon at thy top of the 
chit begau to raise the coffin a young man 
nuwed Kuda, who bad been spssisting to 
place tho body in the coffin, got his band 
caught in the rope around tho coffin and 
was drawn to the top of tho cliff, 70 foot, 

Tho body, after being identified by Mra. 
Quigley, was interred in Drummond Hil 
Cemetery, The coromr's jury,a ter hearing 
*, the evidence of Mrw, Quigley, whic differed 
in no material rospect from her statement to 
Police Magistrate Hill previously published, 
returned a vordieh that doceasel met her 
death by the hands of her husband by shov- 
ing hor over the bank, 

At 2 o'clock this (afternoon Detective 
Furtherer arrived in town with Arthur Hoyte 
Day, who had been arrested in Rochester for 
bigamy and did not know acharge of murder 
wos hanging over him. The officers told 
him thatthe body of a woman |iad been 
found at Niagara Falla which way supposed 
to bo that of his wife Des rinh, and 
they wanted him to como oul fdeutify 
her, When shown tho clothing of the dead 
woman ho said bo did not know it as that of 
his wife. He has kept vory cool and is another 
Burchell in nerve, Hey aiid bis wife wore a 
black dross but notliko thatone. He was 
then arrested by tho Canadian police on a 
charge of murder, The prisoner was brought 
before Police Magistrates Hill for a prolimin- 
ary hearing. The accused pleaded not 
guilty. 

Mrs. Quigley was tho first witnoss, Sho 
repeated the story which sho had told twice 
before, She said thatsho first disclosed the 
fact that Day pushod his wife ovor the bank 
yesterday and thatshe did it then because 
a3 80 noared tho scene of the crime she saw 
a vision, “A black mist roso from 
the place,” said the witness, “and I told.” 


The prisoher was asked if ho had any quos- 
tions to ask Mra, Quigley, He hesitated and 
then sald;

4.—I don’t know how many, 

Q. Didn't you tell the judge three or four hun- 
diet feot!—A, I don't know,

Q. Did you go up a hill with us?!—A. Up as far 
os 4 post I sald, and she wanted to go to the whirl- 
pool.

Her brothor, continuing, said:

Q. No, Tdid not, Would you swear I pushed 
her over!—A. No, I will not swear whother sho 
slipped over or was pushed over, but I will swear 
you sald you pushed her over, 

Q. Were we good nutured that day or notf—A. 
As far as I saw, you were good natured. 

Q. Where you took dinner did anyone know 
ber!—A. Yea. 

Q. How did they get acquainted?—A. I don't 
know. She was trying to get her dinner for less 
than 0) cents, .

Aftor hearing 
the evidence tho magistrate committed Day 
to Welland jail to stand his trial there at 
tho nssizes to bo held in October.

tents of the latter's room was a bottle par- 
tially filled with carbolic acid, which she had 
used for (lisinfecting purposes. A little be- 
fore 3 o'clock she left her room to get some 
clean towels, not being absent more than two 
or three minutes, but she forgot to lock hor. | 
door, When she returned she found Mra 
Campbell lying on the floor moaning and par- | 
tially unconscious, Dr, Burgess, the modi- 
ou superintendent, was immediately called 
upstairs, and thinking the woman in a fit 
hurried to his office to procure some medi- } 
cine, Whon Siiss Dance came running after 
him and told him that she had found out 
the real cause of the woman's illness. | 
Sho bad noticed that the bottle of acid was 
tlssing from the place where she had put it, 
and found it almost ompty. A hurried 
examination of the pationt’s mouth and 
throat showed she had swallowed the poison, 
and though everything possible was done to 
save and revive her, she diod in about twenty 
minutos, the effect of an internal application 
of carbolic acid being ao almost immediate 
collapse of tho heart. Judging from the 
quantity that was in the bottle when last 
timxl and tho itths that romained, she could 
not have takhou more than two tablespoon- 
fals, whisk would constitute about an ounce 
of the deadly stulf,

THS FIRST BAY BOAT, 


J. H. UMoacham Rocalls Intorosting Rom- 
isconoces of Early Navigation. 

William, Wallbridge, one of the first 

settlers of Belleville has a distinct recol- 
lection of A. O. Petrie, father of Ald, 
Petrie, who was purser of the old steamer 
Frontenac launched at Earnesttown in 
1816 of which Prof. J. B. Ashley had a 
lengthly article in last nigh?s ONTARIO 

Mr. Petrie used to relate how he could 
hear the wolves howl in the vicinity where 
Toronto now stands while he was sleeping 
on the deck of the Frontenuc moored off 
York. The boat ran between Prescott 
and Toronto twice a week and finally ran 
as far as Hamilton and Nisgara. 

Talking about the first 
boats on fresh waters a re- 
porter of the ONTARIO cailed on 
Mr. J, H. Meachem_ the venerable post- 
master, who has attained the remarkable 
age of four score years, and js still a hale 
and active man, who attends to his duties 
daily as well as any official in the depart- 
ment. 

“Yes,” said the white-haired o'd man,a; 
he looked up from a pile of correspondence 
and turned a kindly face towards the re- 
porter, “I have a very distinct recollection 
of the first steamboat which ever sailed up 
the bay. I have nothing by which I can 
fix the exact date now, but I could not 
have been more than fifteen or sixteen 
years old. Iwas living with my mother 
on the farm on which W. N. Ponton now 
lives on the front of Sidney. It was just 
sucha morning as this. It might have 
been in the fall or in the spring, I cannot 
remember. I walked out of the house and 
looking down the bay opposite Zwicks 
Island, I saw something moving along 
slowly over the placid waters, and to say 
that Iwas dumbfounded was but mildly 
expressing my feelings, I called lustily 
to Capt. Thompson, who occupied half of 
mother’s house, and aSked him what that 
monster was moving so gracefully up the 
bay. He had never seen ae vessel before 
but he was not long in defining what it 
was, and promised to show us through it 
some day if the opportunity offered itself.

THE FIRST STEAMBCAT | 


PIONEER OCRAFTS ON THE BAY OF 
QUINTE, 


Somo Reforenoo to the Gildersloove Fam- 
ily as Buildors and Owners, 


Our venerable postmaster 
his first recollections of a steamboat on 
the bay of Quinte, when he was a small 
boy residing on the front of Sidney, just 
west of Belleville. It was the “Queen 
Charlotte” he saw slowly moving into the 
harbor seventy-two years ago, She was 
the first steamboat that sailed up or down 
our beautiful bay, and imagination pictures 
the scene that was unfolded to the gaze of 
the early mariners, before the primeval 
forest that shaded the shores had been 
disturbed by the hand of man. When 
the steamer Frontenac was completed at 
Finkle’s Point, just east of Bath there was 
considerable material left; and this induc- 
ed Mr. Henry Gildersleeve who was a 
shipwright, to begin the construction of 
another steamer destined for service on 
the Bay of Quinte. Work was begun 
immediately, and the boat was completed 
and launched early in 1818, She was built 
and owned by shares of £20 each, and 
made two trips a week between Wilkin's 
wharf, at the Carrying Place and Prescott. 
During afew of the first trips she was 
commanded by Capt. Richardson, a 
veteran of the Royal navy who resided 
near Picton. A young man named Mosier 
had charge for the remainder of the seas- 
on 1818. For the two following years 
Capt. John Dennis was in command, and 
then Mr, Gildersleeve acted as purser, 
until the fourth season, when he became 
captain, remaining in charge until the 
boat was no longer seaworthy. 

It is related that during the first years 
of the “Queen Charlotte's” service the 
captains were so accommodating as to 
stop and pick up a passenger from a small 
boat, or let one off. The course was regu- 
lated the first summer by frequently heay- 
ing the lead, an old man-of-war’s man be- 
ing on board for the purpose. The fare 
from the head of the bay to Kingston, the 
first season, was $5, mealsincluded. The 
old steamer did good service for many 
years, and at last her hull was moored 
above the bridge in Cataraqui Bay, where 
it was left to rot away, and no doubt some 
of the remains may yet be seen. 

John G. Parker built a steamer some 
time after the the Queen Charlotte, which 
was called the “Kingston” and 
for a time was commanded by Capt. John 
Grass. This boat did not prove as sue- 

'cessfulas the first. The “Sir James 
Kemp” was built at Finkle’s Point by Mr. 

| Gildersleeve as a successor to the Queen 
Charlotte. He subsequently built the 
“Barry” at Kingston for the lake service, 
which was sunk by collision with a vessel 
afier sailing three years. The Prince of 
Wales, the New Era, and the Bay of 
Quinte were a’so built bythe Gildersleeves 
who have until the present day done 

‘much toward the development of inland 
steim 1 avigation. 

| Henry Git.ersleeve was the son of a 

, ship builder who owned yards on the 

' Connecticut river. He caine to Canada 
about the time the steamer Frontenac was 
launched in 1816, and assisted in finishing 
that pioneer craft. An early writer, 
speaking of him stid » -“Of his business 
nubits there are numerous evidences. For 
years it seemed that everything hetouched 
turned to gold, hence the wealth he left 
behind him. I never heard a want of 
honest integrity laid to his charge. He 
died in the fall of 1851, of cholera, much 
lamented and greatly missed.”

A CHRONIC COMPLAINT. 


The lumbermen ot this province, and 
indeed of the whole country, have repeat- 
edly complained that the Grand Trunk 
railway did not supply them witha sufhi- 

cent number of cars to meet the require- 

ments Of their trade. They have as often 
been promised relief by the railway officials 
but it does not seem that the promise has 
been redeemed. There is, in some sec- 

_ tions an actual car famine, and as a con- 
Sequence much inconvenience and con- 
siderable loss have been experienced. 
Recently the Toronto Board of Trade was 
induced to espouse the causeof the lum- 
bermen, andsome spirited correspondence 
on the subjectensued. It has been point- 
ed out to the railway officials that the fail- 
ure to supply the required number of cars 
has seriously interfered with the business 
of several important firms, and that the 
grievance is assuming grave proportions. 
The company‘has now a large contract for 
new cars, which is nearly completed, and 
therefore an early relief may be expected :

AGRICULTURAL INSTRUUTION, 


We observe that a paper was read be- 
fore the Ontario Teachers’ Association, at 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, last Wednesday, 
advocating the teaching of agriculture in 
rural public schools of the province. A 
committee was appointed to report on the 
Suggestions made, and at a subsequent 
meeting its report, recommending favor- 
able action, was adopted by the commit- 
tee. This is a move in the right direction 
and one that has been too long neglected. 
A large majority of the pupils attending 
rural schools are expected to follow agri- 
cultural pursuits after their schooling is 
finished, and it is highly necessary that 
they should know something about the 
duties required of them. The tim: has 
gone by when a hap-hazzard system of 
tilling the soil would pass for tarming, 
Something more than a practical know- 
ledge of the work. is now necessary, A 
Scientific training must accompany the 
practice. The author of the paper,Mr. J.E. 
Bryant, M.A., very properly remarked 
that, “ Canadian agriculture is, as we be- 
lieve it is, the foundation structure of all 
our industries, the main fountain of our 
wealth, and the support of our material 
well-being, then, in order to maintain its 
position in the world, it has to become 
more scientific, and if it is to be more 
Scientific, the place to begin work is in ou: 
public schools.”

VENISON Pasty,—Many of the readors can 
have this game for the shooting, and will eujoy 
a vonison pie mate as follows; Tho neck and 
shoulders are the best for tho purpose. Cat 
enough of the meat into pleoss an inch square 
to make a pie of the required sizo, and stew 
tender, sinimoring very slowly ond adding a 
small minced onfon, salt and poppor—thoe lat- 
ter when the meat is nearly done. Mean- 
time make a broth with all the trimmings 
and inferior portions, an onion, a fow sprigs 
of sweet horbs, a blade of mace and salt and 
pepper. Cook these antil all the substance 
is extracted; strain, and skim off the fat, 
Return to tho fire, thickon with browned 
flour, and fluish the seasoning with the juico 
of balfa lemon. Line a deop dish with good 
paste; put In tho stewed venison; scason 
each layer with butter, aldinga little of the 
broth in which tho moat was stuwed.

“ Aboul 4u years ago,’ said an old at 
tendantin the big Washington market, 
“several men made fortunes at cacching 
frogs and sending them to market rhe 
hind legs were cut off, skinned, washed, 
and, after being mildly salted were sent 
away in barrels, Prices used to range 
from 50 to 75 cents for a dozen pairs of 
legs, and, as sa'es were quic k, there was a 
pile of money in this occupation, 

* One old fellow, a blac Csmith by the 
name of Weld, down in Greenbush, Me., 
supplied all of New England for years. 
He lived by the side of very’ extensive 
swamps that were filled with wigglers and 
cat-tails. The former furnished food for 
the frogs, while the latter gave them 
shade. I have seen bull-frog legs that 
were nearly as big as the legs of an ordin 
ary chicken, 

“Old man Weld used to hire boysto kill 
the frogs for him, giving them five or six 
centsa dozen. ‘The frogs were so plenty 
that many of the children earned good 
wages, even at that small price. Weld 
dressed the frogs, corned them, and ship- 
ped them to Boston in barrels, like her- 
rings. He kept up the business for years, 
and, though heslew hundredsof thousands 
every year, the supply did not diminish at 
all. 

“Bye-and-bye the prices went away 
down, and as the old man had cleared 
about $100,000 out of the scheme, he re- 
tired, built himself a fine mansion, and 
lived at his ease, He is the only man I 
know of who got rich by catching frogs, 
but I have heard of several others. 

“Of late the frogs are shipped to the 
market alive and kicking in cool, moist 
yrass and killed as they are wanted. This 
involves more expense. They bring higher 
prices than those that are shipped readv 
dressed. But the demand is not te 
to make the business pay much, — I wish 
people would cat more frogs, for there are 
ten times as many frogs in the United 
States to-day as there are people, and as 
fast as they die new pollywoys grow up to 
fill their places.”

THE ANGLICAN CONFERENCE, 


Vroposod Basis of Oonnolidation of the 
Church in Bridsh North America. 


WInnipxo, Aug, 18.—The conforence of 
Anglican deloyates from tho provincial 
synods aid dineess of the Dominion adopted 
troport reconinioading the consolidation of 
ho Church ef @ngland in British North 
\mertea, This ls the proposed basis of con- 
federation: 

Thoro shall bon genoral synod copsist{pg 
fthe bishops of the Church of England in 
he Dominion of Canada and tho diocese of 
Nowfoundiand, and of the delegates chosea 

‘rom tho clomry and tho laity. Dologates 
‘voll Do chosen by the gveral diocesan 
ynods according td such rules as they may 
adopt, or In a diocese which bas no synodical 
srgaunization they may be appointed by tho 
nishop. Tho synod shall meet for tho first 
tine {n Toronto on the second Wednesday in 
Septombor, 1503, and shall be convened by 
thé metropolitan senior bishop by consécra- 
top, 

Tho synod shall consist of two houses, 
bishops constituting the uppor and the clérgy 
and laity togethor the lower house, Tho 
bousns shall sit separately, oxcopting at any 
time by unanimous donsent of both houses, 
Tho president of the general synod, who shall 

bo styled the primata, shall be elocted by the 
house of bishops from among the metropoll- 
tana. The primate shall hold office for life, 
or $0 long as he 1s bishop of any divcesa, but 
may resign atany tima The genoral synod 
shall hove power to deal with all matters 
affecting any of the interests and the well- 
being of the church within its jurisdiction, 
provided ¢hat no canons or resolutions of a 
coercive charactor, or including penalties or 
disabilities, shall be operative in any ecclo- 
siastical province or independent dioces» until 
accepted by the synod of such province or 
llocese

This vibratfon, moro or Jess intenso 
and sonorous fa what wecail snoring. 

It is only with the mouth open that enor 
ing can bo accomplished during sleep, 
Awake, if the nose is chsed by tho thumb 
and finger, by taking a forcible breath, it ta 
possible to snore, and tho same result may 
be accomplished swith the mouth shut and 
the nose open; but the muscular offort neces 
sary toita accomplishment ts moro than wo 
can command during sleep, and would wako 
up the person who might unconsciously 
mako the effort. 

If the mouth be ¢lowd (the natural condi- 
tion during slambor) but one current of air 
will pass to and from tho lunga. Tho cur- 
rent, prosslug about equally on all sides of 
and downward until {t is applica! to the ton- 
gue, and hold (t there gently, thus pervent- 
ing any sonorous vibration.

Facts for Fishormon-A Visit to tho 
Huckleoborry Plains—A Campor’s tall 
of the Delights of a Weok's outing in 
North Hastings, 


The land of the beautiful trout | Where 
the stalk of the graceful deer is heard as 
the silvery stream glides noiselessly un 
der the mellow moonlight, A land of 
phenomena and wonder 1s North Has- 
tings. A county which furnishes a lake 
on a mountain, out of which waters flow 
both ways. A perpendicular and unin 
terrupted wall of rock three hundred feet 
high, which penetrates the clear wators of 
the lake, of which no bottom has ever been 
discovered. On every hand some new 
natural wonder is unfolded to the bewild 
ered gaze of the tourist. A land ina word 
where flourishes God's creation in all its 
beauty and splendor; where the rock 
bound soil is teeming with millions in 
every ore, yet to be thrown on the mart 
of commerce, Space will not per 
mit me to dwell at length 
on these topics. It was only a fishing 
yarty, among whom I had the privilege of 
eh counted, which recently left Belle 
ville for the northern district, upon which 
nature has smiled so lavishly. Leaving 
the beautful City of the Bay in the early 
morning we were soon in Trenton, where 
we took the CentralOntario for Frankford, 
where our tent and camping utensils had 
becn sent. The party consisted of N. M. 
Ostrom, of the Glasgow Warehouse, Belle- 
ville; I. B. Ostrom, merchant, of Alex- 
andria, and Byron Powen, of Frankford. 
And a jolly good crowd they were. Let 
loose from the tumoil and strife of city 
life, all eagerly lent themselves to the 
pleasure in store. After riding along 
through a magnificent expanse of farm 
and woodland we pulled up at Bass Lake, 
some thirty miles north of Trenton, or 
fifteen miles this side of Coe Hill. Here we 
pitched our tent on Sergt. Bowen's, farm 
which is a model of neatness and taste, 
bordering on the placid waters of the little 
lake, which is so cosily sequestered among 
the green, verdant hills, The sight is in- 
viting and refreshing to say the Jeast. The 

nearest post office is Gilmour station. 
Here the habitants live in small log houses, 
on a piece of poorly cultivated land, 
largely subsisting on the product of berry 
picking. A little hay is grown and enough 
vegetables for theirown consumption, In 
the winter the male portion of the popu- 
lation repair to the shanties and do not 
come out until spring. No cheese factor- 
ies are to be seen, although one is now in 
successful operation at Coe fill, and ere 
long the inhabitants will recognize their 
worth. Three miles east you stumble upon 
Salmon Lake which abounds with fat 
salmon, from which the lake 
takes its name. Far in the rear 
towering peaks of rock rear their 
lofty heads to the azure sky. Here and 
there a stream darting between the huge 
boulders, ever and anon lost to sight as it 
leaps into some crevice in the rocks, only 
to appear with new life again a few yards 
further on. Tossing, laughing and leaping 
one is truly enchanted with the natural 
splendor of these sparkling waters. It is 
one delightful dream of pleasure, and who 
could tire of the charms of such a_para- 
dise? From Bass lake during a few hours 
in the afternoon our party hooked a hun- 
dred bass. Onetaken by Sergt. Fowen 
weighed seven pounds, and hardly one of 
the finny tribe but tipped the scales at four 
pounds. Every day brought the same 
phenomenal luck. The habitants were 
liberally supplied with fish while our party 
remained in the neighborhood. 

After a few days of this sport we left 
one bright morning for Coe 
Hill for the purpose of 
visiting Huckleberry Plains, some twenty 
one miles north of the village. We secur- 
the services of John Hill, the genial and 
popular landlord of a most pretentious 
boarding house. Leaving at six in the 
morning we did not reach our destination 
until nearly mid-day, And those roads ! 
The hills and rocks as they loomed up be- 


business, however, and one by one they 
were left in the distance. Over embank- 
ments and along ledges of rock, it would 
appear at times that we must be compell- 
ed to tum back. With great difficulty the 
Plains are finally reached. These famous 
Plains cover an area of twenty square 
miles. As far as the eye can reach 
there is nothing but a sea of blue 
without a visible object to relieve the 
monotony of the gaze. Here and there 
a sun bonnet on the head of a berry picker 
may be discerned, but aside from that 
nothing but blue, blue, blue. The berries 
are monstrous in size—entirely unlike the 
small ones seen on the city markets, They 
grow here larger than  xooseberries 
and so thickly do they cluster about the 
bushes that itis only necessary to place 
your pail under the bows and strip the 
berries into it with both hands. One of 
our party picked seven pails in less than 
that number of hours, and the inhabitants 
who make a business of it will pick from 
ten to a dozen pails a day, or one 
than forty minutes.

ISOLATED INDIANS, 


The Yava Supai Tribe Discovered in a 
Colorado Canon, 

San Francisco, Aug. 10.—Col, Holabird 
of Los Angeles has returned here froin an 
exploring expedition in tho cauons of Colo- 
rado, He penetrated districts nover beforo 
explored, and found in an almost inac 
ble canon, 100 miles north of Williams and 
near the Grand Canon of the Colorado, the 
Yava Supai Tribe of Tudians, who had never 
ecen any white man except John D, Leo, tho 
Mormon, who was shot for tho Mountain 
Meadow massacre. Col. Holabird Says: 

These Indians are of the Apacho family 
but of aucient origin. The men are magnifi- 
cont .specimena. Tho valley in which the 
tribo has lived for many years in seclu- 
sion has only two Ways of approach.

Cement is the bono-lire covering of the 

rootaand neck of the tecth, corresponding 
for the covered portion of the enimol, with 
which it blends and unites about the edgo of 
the gums, for the exposed part. Dentine 
forms the body of the tooth, It is not so bard 
as boue, consisting of parallel tubes about 
4500 toan inch in diameter, and more thana . 
quarter of its composition consists of animal 
matter, 'tixsomewhat sensitive, but the 
sonsation is probably due to the nerves of the 
pul@ The latter, commonly called “the 
norve,” isa mass of ver.es and blood-vos 
sols, almost infinitesimal in siza, connected 
and onwr pped by a very dolicate tissue, 
Ihese nerves and blood veswls connect with 
the general system through a minute opening 
at the oxtremity of the root, with which ex- 
ception the @ Ip is entirely surrounded by a 
wall of dentine.

Nine Thousand Mannscripts, 


From a “Tople of the Time,” in The Cen- 
tury for June, we quote as follows: ‘During 
the past two years from elght thousand five 
hundred to nine thousand manuscripts were 
anoually submitted to The Century Magazine 
for publication. This is an increase over 
provious years, and does not include the hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of propdsitions 
submitted with regard to articles. As there 
has been an increase in the number of perio- 
dicals published in America of late years, 
and asthe nowspapers are publishing more 
contributions than ever by writers not on 
the rezular staff, it is evident that there has 
beon an increase in p»pulation. Now out of 
nine thousinds manuscripts a year The Cen- 
tury can only possibly print four hundred 
or Jess, It follows that editing a magizine 
is not unlike walking into a garden of flow- 
ers and gatheringa single bouquet, In other 
words, uot to accept an article, a story, a 
poem, is not necessarily to ‘rejoct’ it. There 
may Le weeds in the garden—there must bs 
weels in the garden—but the fact that a 
particular blossom Is not gathered into the 
roonthly bouquet does not prove that the 
editor regarded the blossom asa weed, and 
therefore passed it by, It would be impos- 
ible to sweep all the flowers into a single 
handfu'. The ‘rejected’ or ‘declined’ are 
naturally prone to gibe at sympathetic or 
apologetic words from editorial sources, so 
we present the above simile with consider- 
able d fidence. There istruth in it, neverthe 
less! Andit would probably be much easter 
for editors to make up a number of bouquets 
from the flowers at their disposal, than to 
gather the single one for which alone they 
have room,”

beautiful girl, as gay as the gayest In life, 
but murdered na foully as any victim of 
inan’s cuthless villainy in this world. Lying 
Alongside tho untarfod and unmonumvntod 
lifeless clay were a cap anda shawl, which 
had been worn by the victim, and she was 
well, not to say richly, dreesed. By the 
clothing tho remains were recognized as 
those of Mary Jano Colville, daughter of a 
respectable resident of Caledonia. 

Tho po.t-mortem revealed further that the 
woman had been den some mouths, and that 
{nu three months would have become a mother. 
Suspicions of all kinds woro rife at the time, 
but no evidence inculpating any person was 
procurable, and the jury returned an open 
verdict Uinth te decensod came to hor death 
attho hands of some person or persons up- 
known, Sotho matter rested and was ap 
parontly forgotten. Butfate, the fate that 
stalls after tho taker of human life by day 
and by night with tho motto: ‘Murder will 
out’—fate decreod the oxposure of the 
murdorer, 

Lamuel Kitchen, a farmer in tho neigh- 
borhood, - lad his own opinion of 
tho guilty party and has never tarried of 
tis senrech for evidence to bring 
the mardorer within tho meshes of that law 
which moves with slow tread but strikes 
with an iron heel. About six months after 
the discovery of the boly tho magistrates of 
the county of Nérfolk induced the Ontario 
Government to offer a reward of $250 for the 
discovery of. tho murderer, but they did not 
semlupan ofiicer to investigate. Farmer 
Kitchen, however, never for a moment re 
linquisbed his search, and after flye wear 
years hins, it ix Claimed, ynravelled the whole 
incts of the case, and a man is now awaiting 
his trial in Simcoe jail charged with the com- 
mission of an atrocious double crime. It is 
a story beginning with the old, old chapter 
of a beautiful girl's folly and 
fall; of botrayal by a conscience 
less scoundrel; of his unfeellng attempt 
to cover up the consequences of his selfish 
ness, Te ed so far, you say. But 
where cau you find the man who, after ad- 
ministering the drug and floding the deod 
body of his victim the fatal evidence of 
failure, will, even andor tho blackest mid- 
night, drive back to the house where bis in- 
human work was done, load the corpse upon 
bis shoulder, carry it dowpstairs into the 
road and, dumping itinto bis buggy, drive 
18 miles with his gbastly burden and deposit 
itinan unfroquented spot, where through 
fortuitous Providence it was found, though 
only a remnant of mangled humanity, six 
mnths later? We bear of no case the paral- 
el of this, yet such ia pirtis alleged to bs 
tne story of the beautiful girl whose poor, frail 
body was found by William Culver that 
Sth of June, Add to thatthe foolish girl- 
friond who has all these years concealed the 
secret of her friond’s death and the outline of 
the tragedy is coinplete, 

Thero is jntonse excitement all through the 
locality. Sinith has been conducting a store 
ot Uagersville of late and it was there he 
was arrested. On being taken into custody 
he is reported to have remarked thathe “‘did 
not know anything about the case,” Several 
hypotheses have Loen advanced as to the 
ninunor io which the girl met her death. 
Oue ia that the drag aduiinistered was too 
strong and she died from the offects, and in 
order fo hide his crime Smith carried her to 
the awamp; another waf that tho “drug” was 
poison, Sinith may bo ablo to disprove all 
thesy statemonts at the trial and may be per- 
fectly Innocent of crime, but the facets tend 
toshow that leading up to that mangled 
corps’, bidew away among the Norfolk ced- 
are, is tho evidence of a tragedy as boldly 
coarvied out as tho most fantastic scheme or 
murder ja a French tale,

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THE BURCHELL CASE. 


Array of Legal Talent—The Defence Con 
fident of Acquittal 

Woopsrtock, Aug, 20.—As the time ap 
proaches for the trial of J. Rex Burchell for 
the murder of Trederick C. Benwell the in- 
torest in the caso grows keener. There can 
be no doubt that, great as was the place in 
the public attention gained by this affair on 
the first publication of the circumstayces and 
tho preliminary trial, it was nothing com- 
pared with what it will be before the trial is 
over, 

The Crown fs represented in the working 
up of tho case by County Crown Attorney 
Ball, who will appear also at the trial as the 
regular Crowo counsel at the assizes, Mr, 
LB. B. Osler, Q.C,, whose reputation as a 
criminal lawyer is unequalled, will be senior 
counsel, The Attorney-General, who ts of- 
ficially the representative of the Crown in 
the assizes, will be specially represented 
by bis deputy, Mr, Jobn R. Cartwright. 
The working up the details of the case is in- 
trusted to Provincial Detective John Murray 
6 inan of first-class ability and long experi- 
once, 

On the other side the case was entrusted 
in the first place to Mr. Hellmuth, of 
Mossrs. Hellmuth & Ivey, of London. The 
defonce ts now represented on the ground by 
Mossra, Finkle, McKay & McMullen, of 
Woodstock, and the senior counsel at the 
trial will bo Mr. George T. Blackstock, of 
Toronto, one of the strongest men at the bar. 
Te collection of evidence in the interest of 
the defence bas been undertaken by Detect- 
tive Bluett, of Toronto, whose name in con 
nection with detective work is well-known 
throughout the Province. 

The line of defence ts a subject of general 
speculation. Those who favor Burcbell’s 
side seem to feel confident of the result of 
tho trial, basing thelr confidence apparently 
upon the tone of the people engaged in the 
defence. Detective Bluett says he is con 
fident there can be no adyerse verdict, but 
what the line of the defence is to be 
he naturally does not announce, One 
thing is pretty clear, however—thery 
will be uo attempt to prove an 
alibi and the case will go upon the 
morits of the evidence collected by the two 
sides. Mr, McKay, one of the prisoner's 
solicitors, complains of difficulties thrown 
in his way by the people on the Crown side. 
On Monday after ao long-covtinued effort, 
he says, he was allowed to examine 
the clothes taken from the murdered man. 
He declares that they have not been pro- 
perly bandied; that if the case depended 
upon proving the condition of the clothes, 
and no witnesses were at hand tc 
establish the case, it would be impossible tc 
learn the truth from the creased and ill-kept 
mass of fabric now in possession of the 
Crown. It is anderstood, however, that 
whatover pointis to bo made oyt of tho 
condition and appearance of the clothes will 
be established in thf mouths of the witnesses 
who viowed the body befare it was disturb- 


ed,

Salvation Lassie Reesive Their Second

Tononto, Aug. 21.—At the Central Prison 


from tbe cat. Tho culprits wore William 
Turnbull, William Leader and Frederick 
Sheady, and they were convicted of a orim- 
inal assault on Elizabeth Richardson, an 
officer of the Salvation Army at Guelph.

The first to 
recelvo the Iashos was William Turnbull, 
aged 27. He had been securely strapped to 
the whipping post. When last whipped he 
only laughod as the blows of tho cat foll A 
medium-sized guard stood by to administer 
punishment Tho prisoner's body quivered, 
but boyoud emitting an occasional “Ob!” he 
kept his teeth closed gud preserved silence, 
and when released from the post smiled 
pleasantly and whistled a comic song. Wil- 
Ham Leader noxt recelyod bis sentence, 
Heisa man of 2, af dissipated appoar- 
ance. He displayed no emotion. Ho ro- 
ceived the lashes with the greatest calmness, 
though blood was drawn at the second stroke, 
When he was unstrapped he walked sullonly 
to bis cell without anying a word. Frederick 
Sbeady, aged 25, was the last to receive 
punishment, Be looked weaker than his 
companions in crime and misfortune, and 
the few spectators showed sympathy with 
him.

Mrs Slater is rastiug comfortably, the

ISOLATED INDIANS, 


The Yaya Supai Tribe Discoverod in a 
Colorado Canon, 

San Francisco, Aug. 19.—Col. Holabird 
of Los Angeles has returned hore from an 
exploring oxpedition in the canons of Colo- 
rado. Ho ponstrated districts nsyer before 
explored, and found in an almoat inaccesal- 
ble canon, 100 miles north of Williams and 
near the Grand Cation of the Colorado, the 
Yava Supai Tribe of Indians, who had never 
seen any white man except John D, Lee, the 
Mormon, who was shot for tho Mountain 
Meadow massacro. Col. Holabird saye: 

These Indians are of the Apache family. 
but of ancient origin. The men aro magni 
cent specimens. The valley in which the 
tribo has lived for many years in seclu- ; 
sion has only two Ways of approach. It 
contains 2000 ncres and ja enclosed by almost 
perpendicular walls 400 feet high, We 
ayeted over fifteen miles along a canon 
over a lifeless country. Suddenly w | 
to two boiling springs under Beddoes 
trees, From those springs A rivor starts 
which wigds its way through 4 luxuriant 
valley. Tho water inthe river !s cléar as 
crystal and so strongly inipregnated tith 
lime that it potrifies everything it touches 
There are three imtnense catargots in tho 
canon, These look as if centurles ago a 
huge cottonwood tres bad fallen Across the 
stream and lodged. Mosses, ferns dnd 
cteepors formed a barrier. All thase turned 
to limestone. The grass caused tho deposit 
to increase until thé barricade extends across 
the canon, making a fall of 250 feot, Aloug 
the front of these high catdracts limaéstone 
ridges have formed, 20 to bd feet one Above 
the other. Over all these the water falls like 
a sheet of glass Underneath, between the 
ridges, thousands of plants with flowers in 
full bloom, are seon, while millions of hum- 
ming birds dart fo and out, 

The chief of the strange tribe isan old man 
of 60, "Captain Tom.” The namo tas given 
him by Jobn D. Leo. I found these Indians 
ina starving condition, subsisting Upon ber 
rict and grass seed, I appliod to the govern- 
mont for them, but the Indian Department 
sail it could not help waudering people. 
Gen, Miles, who says he has beard of these 

Indians but could nover get a gulde to their 
canon, will investigate their Condition,

At the Connecticut agricultural ex- 
periment station an @nalysia has been 
made of all the sample of home mixed 
fertilizers sent to the Station this year, 
A bulletin recently reseived gives the ry 
analyses, with such facts og oould be 
guined regarding their cost, eto. The 
average cost of materials for tho fertil- 
izers referred to in this bulletin is $38.79 
per ton delivered at the purchasers’ 
freight station. Two dollars will fully 
cover the cost of screebing ahd mixing, 
this figure being more than the estimate 

{ of thove who have done the work, At 
the highest estimate, therefore, the aver- 
age cost of these home mixed fertilizara 
has been $85.79 per ton. The average 
valuation decided by tho station's nnaly- 
eld has beon $3.80 per ton. In no case 
Was the valuation leaaithian the cost of 
the chemicals mixed, 

The advantages claimed for home mix 
ing, In this bulletin, are: 1, Bach im 
redient can be separately examined by 
the purchaser, and, if necessary, sunt to 
the experiment station for snalysis, The 
d stection of infecior forma of niogen or 
phosphoric acid is easier and more cer- 
tain in a single article tian in a mixture, 
8, An intelligent farmer by home inix- 
ing is better able than any one else cen 
be to adapt the compoaltton of his fertil- 
ixera to the speck” requirements of bis 
land as well us or his crop. 8. It is 
claimed that the sau quantity and qual- 
ity of plant food costs mnuch leas in home 
mixtures than jn ready made iwixtures, 
because the cash purchaser of fertilizer 
chemicals deals directly with the {m- 
porter or manufacturer, 

It will be seen from the foregoing that 
at the Connecticut stution the oxpodienoy 
vf home Alxing, in many casos, ts be- 
tleved in. There is no question that 
inixtures of raw materials can be and 
are annually made on the farm wich 
ave uniform in quality, fine and dry, and 
eqnal to the ready mado fertilizers, The 
economy of home mixing depenjle, of 
sourse, on tho prices which the sellers of 
rolxed goods aro willing to take and on 
the oost of fertilizing chemicals deliver- 
alos near the fasm as the mixod woods 
can be bought. Each Individual fariwer, 
concludes the bulletin, ought to be the 
best judge of the economy of home 
mixing in his particular caac, 2s well as 
of tho formulay which are best adapted 
to hid sofl aud crops, 

The report quoted from 19 certainly 
correct in the statement that intelligent 
farmers who understand the rajaire 
ments of their own soils and crops can, 
in many instarcas, save money by mix- 
ing at home the crude materials. But, 
on the other hand, there are « large 
number of farmers who do not kna\r 
what their land requires, and who can- 
not or will not spend time and money ia 
experimenting to find out. For this

Your correspondent is again s¢ ited to 
furnish his share of news for the columns 
of the ONTARIO, Every gatherer of items 
fora newspaper has to judge what to 
write and what to omit and then the 
editor has to exercise his judgment what 
to insert and what to consign to oblivion 
or the waste basket. [I try sometimes to 
imagine the labor involved in the presen 
tation of even a fair paper to the public, 
and I am convinced the labor is very 
xreat, and very offen newspaper men are 
not paid either in appreciation or dollars 
and cents. 

Matiers are moving on in ourtown and 
surrounding country about as usual, ‘The 
farmers are very busy finishing up their 
harvesting operations, The crop ts hardly 
an average one and prices are rather poor 
and many farmers are about disgusted 
with trying to raise barley and dispose of 
it at A remunerative price, and with the 
prospect of increased duties they will b 
compelled to turn their attention to some 
thing else to make ends meet. There ca 
be no doubt that farmers find the present 
to be about the hardest times they have 
experienced for many years. 

For some time past an effort has been 
made to establish (vo market days, vis, 
Wednesdays and Salatas Heretofore 
Saturday has been the only day for mar- 
keting in our town, and ithas been thought 
by some it would be in the interest of all 
concerned ifthe buyers and sellers could 
be brought together twice a week, instead 
ofonce. It would also be better for mer- 
chants and clerks as they would not be so 
hard worked on Saturdays, but the experi- 
ment I fear will prove a complete failure. 
In Picton, Saturday is the day for all

THREE NEW EMPRESSES, 


To Steam nt Sixteen Knots and a Half 
Between Canada and Japan. 

Lonpon, Aug. 23.—The three new steamers 
of the C.P.R.—the Empress of India, Em- 
press of China, and Empress of Japan—are 
approaching completion at the yards of the 
Naval Construction and Armament Com- 
pany, Barrow-in-Furnesx The Empress of 
India will be launched Aug. 30, The other 
two vessels are to follow at intervals of 
two months. No expense has been spared 
and all the work is of the best 
character. The vessels are twin-screw 
steamers of 10,000 borse power, gross tonnage 
of 5700, and are contracted to do 18 knots on 
the measured mile and 1644 knots on a 400 
mile sea trial, The dimensions are: Length, 
Letween perpendiculars, 485 feet; breadth, 

“moulded, 51 feet,-and depth, moulded, 3° 
feet. Each vessol will be lightly rigged with 
pole masta and fore and aft canvas, and the 
form, both under and above water, is of such 
symmetry and finish as to ensure propulsion 

; atthe high speed required. The gréatest 
possible attention has been paid to precan- 
tions for the safety of the vessels. 

The accommodation for passengers is ex- 
tensive and luxurious. Each vessel will 
carry 120 first class, 50 second, and 3.0 steer- 
age, as wellas nearly 4000 tons of cargo, 
On the upper deck an extra promenade is 
provided for the use of passengers, while a 
good many special staterooms are also to be 
found on this deck. On the lower deck, 

1 which is 200 feet long, there is a covered 
promenade of 100 feet, whero shelter and 
fresh air may be sought in wet weather; 
while the dining saloon, library, and other 
parts of the saloon accommodation are richly 
upholstered. 

The total cost of the three vessels will be 
between £600,000 and £650,000 sterling.

W he n Quebee shall offer for annexation 
the gavernment at Washington may 
up a necdle’s eye through whic h she must 
pass ni eu, stripped ol every prive leye of 
race and religion; Congress may “take 
eyery precaution possible and. take it to 
the full ; but unless the history of Roman 
ism has ‘been written by contmiries, the 
care will betaken in vain. Rome has 
neyer yet been unhorsed while the horse 
remained faithful. When, in the quiet of 
peace, the horse has time to Gn fils to feel, 
and, looking around, to see the burden it 
carries, the day of that Roman rider is 
over; but inthe clamour of conflict, when 
the hostile lance pricks the steed far often- 
er than the rider, the mad rush of the 
papal charger has never failed. Those 
magnificent stallions, France and Italy, 
when left in serene peace by their Protest 
ant neighbors, threw their popish riders, 
while Catholic Bavaria, fighting for its 
religious life at the Protestant court at 
Berlin, is sturdier, more faithful, and I 
suspect, nearer victory than ever, We, in 
Canada—at least some of us—propose to 
let the horse roll in Quebec where it can 
crush nothing but its own daisies. The 
American Union could not allow that, 
when the first plunge might wreck the 
public sehool system. In a word, we 
face the room here for the throes of 
another Italian liberation ; you have not. 
Every abridgment by the American Gov- 
ernment of the priveleges of the ecclesi- 
asts of Quebec, would but make the people 
more firmly attached to their bleeding 
church.

one and hardly a day passes but that the 
reading public are regaled with 
atroeity inflicted upon them Kus 
officials. They cannot escape into Prus- 
sit because the laws there are equally as 
ngid as in Russia and they are kept under 
the hammer to such an extent that few 
thei are able to sulhicient money 
to carry them to more distant lands. By 
the last decree they are now completely 
shut out of the higher professions such 
as lawyers and doctors. They are 
only allowed to acquire 4 certain amount 
of education, and are prohibited from en- 
tering the higherinstitutions for education- 
il development. Over a million Jews in 
Russia to-day do not know where to lay 
their head. Now they aredriven from the 
agricultural districts and forced to live 
within the bounds of a few cities and 
towns specified on the map. No Jew is 
wllowed to become a civil servant in 
Russia, and for the most trivial offence 
they are cast intoprison or banished tothe 
mines of Sibera. The tale of their misery 
and woe while on the miurch across the 
steppes is only too well known by the 
world.

A Meaford despatch says: A discovery 
has been made here wiich is causing no 
little excitement. In a number of places on 
the water front, bubbles may be seen to 
arise continuously through the water. One 
or two of the knowing ones have stated 
that it indicated the presence of was. Dr, 
House, of New York, who saw the bubbles 
this morning, pronounces it to be genuine 
natural gas. The gas when ignited burns 
freely with a blue flame, indicating pure 
hydrogen gas. this gives off an intense 
heat, and when mixed with 
quantity of oxygen or

atmospheric air 
gives an excellent illuminating flame. It 
1s assumed that the pressure which causes 
the gas to percolate through a known 
body of clay ofupwards of one hundred 
feet deep and probably some one hundred 
feet of rock and other intervening matter 
wust be enormous, and the first well sunk 
will be a gusher.

LICENSED AUCTIONEERS SPEAK. 


Thoy Have a Gricvanco and Give a Clear 
Statomont of thoir Caso 

Mr Epiror—Will you please give us 
room in your columns for the following 
to the citizens of Belleville and vicinity. 
We the undersigned are ratepayers of the 
city of Belleville and not only rasepayers 
but the only licensed auctioneers for the 
city. The by-laws of the city requires 
anyone who Sells by public auction in the 
city limits to held a license signed by the 
city treasurer, for which we have to pay 
the sum of forty dollars per annum. We 
willingly and cheerfully pay this amount, 
but we have a grievance and think we 
should have the protection by our city 
fathers. For some years there have 
been others who have sold by 
public auction within the limits of the city 
and that without any license whatever, 
The sales have been principally those of 
real estate. While these parties are and 
have been selling without license we are 
required to pay a stipulated sum for the 
privilege of opening our mouths on 
the street. Is this fair play? And further 
we are told that all sales of real estate 
when sold under the hammer by anyone, 
other than a regularly licensed auctioneer 
(with one or two exceptions) could be de- 
clared null and void. We find that the 
legal profession of Toronto requires aman 
who make this declaration—“l am a duly 
licensed auctioneer &e '"—How is this? If 
& man comes into our city and opens a 
hotel he must pay a license as the rest do 
and this is perfectly right. If a druggist 
and not qualified he is at once looked after 
and justly so, but we Auctioneers are 
obliged to pay our money for license and 
other parties say “Yes” | am an “Auction- 
cer” buthow nicely the truth is evaded. 
They do not say I am a licensed auctioneer. 
We claim if it is right one should pay a 
license,all should pay,otherwise all should 
sell without a license. _ We would like to 
hear fromm some one in regard to this 
question and hope you will throw open 
your columns for an open discussion in 
refereace to this matter,

DAVIS DOUBTED HER. 


Mrs Davis Gradually Sinking -An Unpub- 
lished Scrap of History. 

Mrs, Martha Emory who was charged 
and acquitted for the murder of her hus- 
band on the 19 Sept. lastin a Marmora 
swamp and for which Peter Davis paid 
the penalty on the gallows, is dying at the 
home of her father in Marmora. Since 
the hanging of her alleged lover she has 
been steadily declining in health, until a 
mere skeleton, she hasbeenforced to again 
seek the protection ofher father’s roof.She 
has been attacked with fever and those who 
knew her robustconstitution state that she 
cannot recover. Public sentiment against 
the fallen women has been so severe that 
she has almost given way under the strain 
and itisnot likely she will ever again 
iace her fellow creatures. 

A fact in connection with this cold 
blooded tragedy which has not yet been 
given to the public was told toa reporter 
ot the ONTARIO to-day. It was one of 
Peter Davis last wishes to his advisers 
that Mrs. Emory’s youngest child, of whom 
Davis claimed he was the father, should 
be taken from her and given over toa re- 
sponsible guardian. Rey. S. Daw, who 
was with the prisoner almost continually, 
agreed to fulfil this request and according- 
ly drove to Marmora and asked that the 
child be handed over in accordance with 
the father’s request. He was unsuccess-” 
ful in his mission, however, as the mother 
refused to part with it and was encouraged 
by her father with whom the children are 
now living.

cottages have been built for a considerable 
distance both up and down the beach, 
Some improvements haye been made. 
Even a horse car service ta Saco and 
Biddiford, over which it is estimated two 
thousand people pass each day, the cars 
running every half hour each way, always 
full. ‘These two cities are only separated 
by asmall river and united by a bridge 
over which the horse cars pass. They 
have large manufactories employing seve- 
ral thousand workmen, the majority being

The fact that secretary of state Blaine, 

has used his influence to secure recipro- 
city with those countries that exchange 
products with the United States shows the 
great stride in the republic toward free 
trade relations with the countries of the 
North American continent. The Hitt 
resolution opens the door for Canadian 
statesmen toapproach the United States 
governmentand thestatutes ofthe Dominion 
make it possible for the Dominion govern- 
ment, by order ia council, to adopt closer 
trade relations without reference to parlia- 
ment, but the amendment to the tariff at 
he last parliament shows only too clearly 
that the people need not look for legis- 
lation favorable to the massesas the mono- 
tionists of the country have the ear of the 
government and have no mind to loosen 
their grip. There is only one way to In- 
terrupt a policy thatis steadily draining 
Canada of the flower of the rising gene- 
ration and that way was pointed out by 
«Mr, Wiman at his address at Niagara on 
Thursday 28th, He said : 

Itis reasonable, after all that has be 
said,to ask how it is that the farmers of 
Canada possess the power to adjust the 
difficulties between the two countries, If 
they want unrestricted reciprocity under 
the Hitt resolution they must elect a 
Government that will declare itself ready 
for the boon. This they can do at the next 
general election. By constitutional means 
the farmers of Canada can say to the 
United States, “We want to trade with 
you, our brothers across the border; we 
want to remove the barrier that excludes 
us from your market and you from ours; 
we want enterprise and capital to pene- 
trate our natural resources, and we want 
to feel the impulse of a commerce that 
shail be continental in extent, and conti- 
nental in the extent of its profits.” This 
the farmers of Canada can say at the next 
general election, which is likley to be held 
within eighteen months. The existing Goy- 
ernment have adopted the National Pol- 
icy as that which 1s best adapted for Can- 
ada. For fifteen years that policy has been 
tried and its results, so far as relations 
with the United States are concerned, are 
to beget a commercial Warfare, to raise 
higher and higher the barrier that sep- 
arates the two nations, and to restrict and 
isolate Canada from the rest of the con- 
tinent. The Liberal party, on the other 
hand, should they come into power, will 
undoubtedly accept the terms ef Mr. Hitt's 
resolution, appoint commissioners, and dis- 
cover if it is possidle te adopt a plan by 
which the two countries can trade with 
each other without let or hindrance. The 
issue plainly stated is this:—Shall the Nat- 
jonal Policy continue, and the Canadian 
tariff and the McKinley Bill, with all their 
grinding exactions, be enforced betweem 
the two countries, or shall the Liberal 
party’s policy prevail, having for its. pur- 
pose the complete obliteration of the com- 
mercial barrier between the two countries 
and the dévelopment of Canada’s enorm- 
ous natural resources ?

_ Malcolm Wright, stamp vendor at the 
St. Catharines post office, who holds an 
ensigns Commission, gives the places and 
dates of his serviceand says: “About 59 
enlisted at the outbreak but nearly all are 
dead now. There are not many of us left; 
only one here and there, “young” men 
of my age (70) or alittle over.

ment, before they sold her in 1886 to the 
Ayre ros, and Clause of Brighton, for 
$1,600, her present owners. Her first 
race was at New York for the America 
cup. She was built forthat race. She 
was defeated by the yact America. Re- 
turning to the Bay of Quinte she became 
the queen of fresh water 
yachts, In 1884 she defeated 
the flower of the Chicago fleet of yachts 
and wrested the Fisher cup from theCora. 
In the lake yacht racing circuits she was 
usually in the lead. In 1885 Mr. John 
Bell Q. C. challenged her to race for the 
Fisher cup, The Atlanta was rendy to ¢n- 
ter the lake circuit; the owners were desir- 
ous that she should attend the circuit, as 
they wished to sell. Mr. Bell would not 
withdraw his challenge and race after the 
circuits, and claimed the cup by default, 
and holds it still. She was thebest model 
Cuthbert ever built, and her loss will be 
regretted by all yachtsmen.
